The registration books were opened 
in October, 1911, at the same time with 
the opening of the books for the col- 
lection of taxes, by the tax collector 
in each county in the state. 

He Will Be Qualified. 


Any voter who registered following | 


the opening of the voters’ books in 
October last, will be qualified to vote 
in all elections held in 1912, and, with- 
out additional legislation, in all elec- 
tions held in 1913, provided he pays 
taxes for 1912 at the time they are 
due. 

Any registration prior to the open- 
ing of the voters’ books and tax books 
in October, 1911, does not hold—a reg- 
istration in August or September, 1911, 
for example, would not be effective 
for this year’s elections. 

Every two years the state makes a 
‘lean sweep in the matter of registra- 
tion under the present law, starts 
inew, as it were, and the start is made 
ncident to the regular election year. 

The present registration arrange- 
nent is very similar to the old one 
under which the state operated for 
many years, with the single exception 
that it requires the closing of the reg-

City Must Be Clean. 

What is wanted is a clean city be- 
fore summer Jas arrived. If the fault 
lies with the officials, state those who 
have read The Constitution's editorial, 
and who have studied the situation, 
then let the officials get busy. If the 
fault is a lack of money, then let the 
city council and its finance commit- 
tee get busy. If the fault is with the 
people themselves, let Atlanta be 
cleaned up.

Fire of an unknown origin last 
night between 8 and 11 o'clock com- 
pletely destroyed four stores and three 
residences in Lakewood Heights, a 
small suburb six miles southwest of 
the heart of the city. As the burning 
buildings were almost 200 yards out-

The damage is roughly estimated at 
$10,000. The losing property owners 
are Jesse Sewell, «whose two stores 
and residence were burned down, at 
a loss of $4,000; R. H. Poole’s store, 
$2,700; Dr. Stuckey’s pharmacy, build- 
ing and contents, $1,200; Mrs. Robert 
Steele’s residence, $700, and the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Stevens, $1,500.

When the special committee, ap- 
pointed some time ago by the park 
commission to investigate the park 
department, submits its repor’, it will 
state that he evidence secured will 
not show that General Manager Dan 
Carey should have been called upon Dy 
members of the commission to resign. 
That is, the report will declare that 
there has been no testimony brought 
before the committee which could have 
given any grounds for the request of 
the general manager's resignation. 
While the committee has not yet 
framed its report, it is believed, from 
what has been learned, that it will 
contain nothing to reflect in any man- 
ner upon the general managers of- 
ficial conduct, but, on the other hand, 
will show that he nas been capable 
anl efficient. 

Resolution Caused a Wrangle. 
It will be remembered that last fall 
there was quite a wrangle in the 
park commission of 1911 growing out 
of a resolution which was adopted 
calling upon the general manager to 
resign. An effort was made to have 
the resolution reconsidered, but it 
failed, and the records still show that 
the commission wants the general 
manager to resign. It was stateed by 
the author of the resolution, Commis- 
sicner J. O. Cochran, who igs now the 
president of the board, and Commis- 
sioner Frank Wilby, that they had syf- 
ficient reasons to demand the resigna- 
tion of the general manager, and they 
tried to furnish instances wherein the 
general manager was derelict tn his 
duty. ‘Those who voted for the reso- 
lution were Commissioners Cochran, 
Wilby, Puckett, Bond and Pitts; those 
voting against it were Commissioners 
Eubanks and Hurtel, Mayor Winn and 
Alderman Warren. 
A resolution was adopted 
upon the general council to investi- 
gate the entire park department, but 
subsequently this action was rescind- 
ed, and the following committee of 
three apointed to investigate the de- 
partment; M. B. Young, chairman; W.

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KUBELIK’S ART TOO GREAT 
TO APPEAR SENSATIONAL 


The height af art in musical ex- 
pression we thoughtlessly expect to be 
sensational. There is no reason, more 
than in the plastic art or that of let- 
ters, unless it be that we have grow'n 
s0 accustomed to the eccentric among 
musical artists that we have come to 
confuse the music with the musician. 

But true it is, angq so the more re- 
markable the kind of appreciation 
given Jan Kubelik last night. For his 
art is so transcendent, it is no longer 
apparent, if that condition may be 
thus described which makes wonders 
and marvels seem like A B C. The vir- 
tuosity of the violinist was so perfect 
and his manner s0 unostentations that 
the enthusiasm which he awakened 
would have done credit to a seasoned 
and ‘much more critical musical au- 
dience than Atlanta has an opportunity 
to De. 

He appeared under the auspices of 
the Atlanta Music Festival Association, 
and the size of his audience anywhere 
else than in the huge auditorium, 
would have been most gratifying. 
Their pleasure, even the great artist, 
sated with applause, must have en- 
joved. 

The same program he might give 
with felicity and assurance of appreci.- 
ation, however, in Boston, Mass., or in 
Waycross, Ga. Bach, for instance, 1s, 
in his hands, truly the master mind, 
reserved and aloof, but equally the 
human apirit with his point of contact 
for the average man; and the Tschai- 
kowsky concerto, which was intended 
primarNy for that element of his audi- 
ence Soton takes its own score along, 
was obliged, on account of the absolute 
clarity of the interpretation, to reach a 
much larger element. 

Kubelik’s technical command of the 
violin includes all that command or 


mastery implies. He controls a tone 


with a fimesse that seems. scarcely 
credible to one’s own ears. He makes 
a whole orchestra at one moment 
sound on a single string, and again he 
makes a unit of the full resources of 


the violin, resources that only a few 
of the elect among virtuosi hawe even 
conceived. 

And all the time he translates the 
individual atmosphere of the piece, 
making each number a picture so well 
silhouetted against the general back- 
ground that it might have been play- 
ed by another musician than all the 
rest. 

The Bach Air on the G string—sure- 
ly it hes never been played before 
with the depth and purity of tone and 
feeling which Kubelik drew out of it— 
and then a delicately chiseled Gavotte, 
as graphic as the Dvorak Humoresque. 
Hubay’s Scene de la Carda and the 
height of the picturesque, but they 
were as brilliantly different in their 
interest as a fine landscape and a 
group of dancers, while the Hava- 
naise, by Saint-Saens, was the refine- 
ment of Spanish manner in contrast 
with the glitter and variety of Mos- 
cow. 

Through every varying character of 
composition and mood, Kubelik was 
always, in apperance, the devote, rev- 
erent of his idol—music; and in every 
whisper of the strings, every infinite 
adjustment of the bow, was this same 
spirit of reverence apparent. lit makes 
the perfection of his work as it makes 
the universal interest of it, and it is 
the source, to, of the semblance of 
simplicity.

BEWILDERED SOUTHERN PIE-HUNTERS. 
A volume could be written upon the present woes of the south- 
ern federal officeholder, and then reveal only 4 fraction of the 
nightmares that disturb his slumbers and the phantoms that stalk 
by his side at noonday. What is he to do with Mr. Taft whisper- 
ing a blend of sweet promises and threats on one side of him; while 
on the other, the Colonel alternately offers to underwrite the con- 
tinuance of his job and brandishes the big stick over his bowed 
head? 

It may safely be surmised that he makes a dash for the news- 
paper each morning, to see if one or the other aspirant has the 
bulge on the other, that he may receive light upon his own course. 
For while a. certain percentage of the attaches of the so-~<alled 
“southern republican machine” are going to respect their allegiance 
though the political heavens fall, it is probable that the larger 
element is engaged in an agonizing guessing contest as to the direc- 
tion in which the nomination cat is going to jump.

ONE-SIDED FEDERAL MUCKRAKING. 


Working and living cG@hditions in southern cotton milling sec- 
tions are clean as a hound’s tooth by the side of those around 
Lawrence, Mass., and other New England milling districts, if testi- 
mony before the congressional committee on rules is to be accepted. 
Yet the federal departmental muckraker, in the form of bulletins, 
and the professional magazine “uplifter,” in the form of articles, 
have led the world to believe that the southern mill owners had a 
monopoly of medieval barbarity, when it came to dealing with the 
children in their employ. It is to be hoped that this curiously one- 
sided federal activity will be given a national, rather than an unjust 
sectional slant, by the revelations of the probe now under way. 

As with the government’s strange persistence in libeling the 
south with regard to “peonage’” while ignoring palpable abuses 
elsewhere, so it has been with its attitude toward southern mill 
settlements. In both instances, the process of distorting and warp- 
ing and magnifying has been helped on by magazine sensationalists 
and Sunday newspaper penny-a-liners. What harm has accrued to 
the south by these grotesque advertisements of non-existent abuses 
it is difficult to estimate. | 

The congressional probe of conditions in New England has 
sunk but a little way, and what do we see revealed? Children near 
the infantile age underpaid and overworked, deprived of educational 
advantages, required to pay, it is claimed, even for drinking water. 
Hunger and nakedness a common spectacle. Young lives that 
might be developed into usefulness and beauty, stunted, sapped, 
burlesqued of all human meaning by arbitrary and despotic regu- 
lations of labor and living environment. | 

In what sort of plight do these disclosures leave the one-sided 
and unwarranted attacks upon conditions in the southern textile 
field? Asa matter of. record, it 1s to be doubted if the child-worker 
—where the child does work—is in any section of the country better 
watched, more carefully tended as to food and hours and clothes, 
than in the mill settlements of the southern states. Mill owners vie 
with each other in providing educational opportunities for children, 
compete in supplying, at low rent, sanitary and attractive homes 
for operatives generally. What is called welfare work is probably 
more genuinely advanced and uniformly, practiced in the south 
than in any other portion of the country. There are, of course, 
abuses; there always will be in this as in every other industry, so 
long as humanity falls short of perfection and our standards are of 
the fluctuating variety. But beside the sordid and squalid picture 
of the New England mills conveyed in the dispatches, the sur- 
roundings and lot of the average southern mill operative, child or 
adult, is Utopian.

WHEN A MILLION MINERS STRIKE. 


Coal comes near being the bottom and indispensable layer of 
the pyramid upon which the activities of twentieth-century civiliza- 
tion are founded. Whatever its outcome, the strike of approxi- 
mately a million miners in Great Britain will present to the world 
a mammoth object lesson, driving home this fact and illustrating 
the vital interdependence of all the phases of commerce gnd _ in- 
dustry of our day. | 

Shut off the supply of fuel and you paralvze transp@ftation. 
Paralyze transportation and you clog, at once, every channel along 
which flows the life-blood of modern systematized existence. Fac- 
tories go dead. Gigantic naval fleets float impotent. Food and 
clothing needed for distant and hungry and naked millions pile 
up useless and deteriorating. Markets cease to be markets, be- 
cause they cannot be supplied. The whole twentieth-century pro- 
gram of action comes to an abrupt pause and cannot resume its 
pace until it is again energized by the resumption of the idle mines. 
The average citizen may ask himself what concern he has in a 
quarrel between miner and mine-owner, but the effect is continu- 
ously and disastrously visited upon him, whether he will or ‘no, 
both in his home and his business. 

These facts inspired. the British government to desperate ef- 
forts to avert the strike of the army of miners. The principal con- 
tention on their part is for-a minimum wage, with the mine-owners 
seemingly reluctant to grant concessions, and both sides deter- 
mined upon a siege, if that were necessary, to determine supremacy. 
It will be remembered that the liberal party, now in complete con- 
trol of the government, was confronted only a relatively short time 
ago by a situation almost analogous to the prevailing one. Rail- 
road employees throughout the empire threatened to strike; for a 
time they did strike in places and British commerce paid heavy 
toil. The rising tide of public exasperation finally worked on both 
sides so effectually that compromises were reached and the men 
returned to work. 

_ How soon and how completely an understanding can be ef- 
fected in the present instance is a matter for conjecture. Each 
recurrence, however, of disagreements in those industries basically 
affecting civilization crystallizes public sentiment more resolutely 
in its demand for compulsory arbitration. Both parties to such dis-

HOUSE ORDERS PROBE 
OF SHIPPING TRUST 


Washington, March 5.—The house 
today passed a resolution to investi- 
gate the alleged shipping bill. 

The resolution reported by: the rules 
committee was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hardy, of Texas. It directs 
the committee to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the practices of the 
Steamship lines, domestic ‘and foreign, 
engaged in the oversea or coastwise 
trade and to investigate whether such 
ship owners have formed any pools, 
conferences or other agreements 
among themselves or with any rnil- 
roads to fix rates or give rebates orto 
pool and divide their earnings. 

The committee is also instructed to 
ascertain the ownership of steamship 
lines, and to discover, if possible, tf 
they are owned by railroads or by 
persons who own controlling interests 
in railroads.

Albany, Ga., March 5.—(8pecial.)—A 
work is in progress in Dougherty 
county, which is of fundamental im- 
portance to the agricultural interests 
of the county and the future develop- 
ment of its goil resources. This work 
is the making of a soil survey of the 
county by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture.

This survey has now been going on, 
for a number of weeks and the work: 
is well under way. It is in charge’ 
of M. Warl Carr, who has been en-| 
gaged in this line of work fo rthe de- | 
partment for a number of years. It is. 
calculated that the field work will be, 
completed sometime in May, after | 
which about a year’s time is required 
for the preparation of thé report, Maps, 
and publications. 

In the prosecution of this work an 
accurate base map of the county is 
made on which are shown not only the, 
location and extent of the different 
soils, but also the streams, railroads, 
public roads and many of the planta- 
tion roads. This map will be litho- 
sraphed and published with the report. 

The soils are differentiated according | 
to origin, color, and topographic posi-! 
tion, into different soil series, and ac- 
cording to texture and structure, into 
different types. All of these are shown 
on the map made in the fleld as the 
work progresses. Samples of both the 
surface soil and subsoil of all the dif- 
ferent types’ will be taken and for- 
warded to the bureau of soils at 
Washington, and to the State College 
of Agriculture at Athens. The labo- 
ratories of these two institutions will 
make various investigations of these 
samples, the results of which will be; 
incorporated in the repért for the coun- 
ty. 

The report of this soil survey will) 
contain complete descriptions of all the. 
different solls found in the county, to- 
gether with a discussion of the agri- 
culture sujted to each. There will be 
Suggestions as to the fertilizer. prac- 
tices for these different soils, and it 
will be pointed out how much of the 
expense for commercial fertilizers may | 
be saved by growing green manure 
crops. 

It seems to be certain that the Mex!- 
can cotton boll weevil will invade the 
county within the next few years. In 
the connection suggestions will be 
made as to the different crops which 
are adapted to the different solls. 
These suggestions will enable the 
planters to practice a more diversified 
cropping system, instead of the one 
crop—cotton—system now in vogue. 
This should have the effect of minimiz- 
ing the damaging results of the advent 
of the boll weevil. There will also be 
included in the report a chapter in 
which the climatic conditions of the 
region will be discussed.

is not only incomplete, but lacking. In 
the most essential element of a living 
abode. You may be without a clair 
to sit upon; without a table from 
which to eat your food, but have 
screens.” 

In terms’thus sffong—and it would 
make the meven stronger—does the 
Georgia state board of health seek to 
stress the importance of screens as 
the most effective méans of conserv- 
ing the individual, hence the public, 
health, . 

The screen is the family’s quaran- 
tine against many diseases, and it is 
the only safe and sure prevention. 
Flies and mosquitoes are the bearers 
of many dangerous and often fatal 
maladies; there is but one safeguard 
against their possible infection—keep 
them out. 

A single housefly may be the bearer 
of some 6,000,000 disease germs, a few 
of which, under favorable circum- 
stances, may produce typhoid fever, 
dysentery, tuberculosis or some other 
malady just as dangerous. 

Equally dangerous with the house- 
fly, under proper conditions, is the 
mosquito, making it just as important 
that he be excluded from inhabited 
premises. Mosquitoes are the abso- 
lutely demonstrated agencies of dis- 
tributing malaria, yellow fever, filari- 
asis and like diseases; tn fact, it has 
been proven with mathematical ex- 
actness that fhey are the only means 
by which these maladies are commu- 
nicated. 

Communicated by Mosquitoes. 

The discovery that filariasis, pro- 
ducing often elephantiasis and other 
deformities, was communicated only 
through the mosquito, preceded dis- 
covery of the same principle with re- 
Sard to malaria and yellow fever. It 
is malaria, of course, that the people 
of Georgia have most to guard 
against. 

Malaria is communicated solely by 
the bite of one particular species of 
mosquito—the Anopheles,it is callea— 
and in no other way. This has been 
demonstrated by medical science be- 
yond all shadow of doubt. It is now 
just as absolutely accepted among 
scientists as that two and two make 
four. 

“But Mosquitoes bite me when I am 
out of doors in the daytime, so what 
have I to gain by screening my house 
against them?” someone will ask. 

{t is a well observed peculiarity of 
the Anopheles mosq ito, the trans- 
mitter of malaria, that his activities 


{are confined to the hours of darkness: 


he rests during the day and gets in 
his work at night. In his position 
of rest the body of the majarial mos- 
quito is almost straight and sticks 
out from the surface on which it sits, 
while the common mosquito’s body 
makes an angle and both bill and tail 
point toward the surface to which it 
is attached, 

Screening the house, then, keeps 
out the malarial mosquito and there 
is practically nothing to be feared 
from his activities by day. 

Screening Seasen Is Here. 


This is the screening season—the 
time to prepare for the spring and 
summer campaign against those dis- 
eases which flourish under rising tem- 
peratures. Screen the house now, the 
state board of health advises and 
urges, and use screens of a mesh fine 
enough to keep out mosquitoes—pref- 
erably eighteen wires to the inch. The 
cost is small as compared with the 
immunity from dangerous and often 
fatal disease. 

Screen the manure pile; in it 95 per 
cent of all the files are born or hatch- 
ed; fhence they make their way, germ- 
laden, to the kitchen and the dining 
room. Keep the gtables, the chicken 
yards, the pig pens, clean, Destroy 
the breeding places of flies and then 
screen them out of the house. Screen 
the closets, make it impossible for 
flies to get into or out of them; it is 
from. these that are conveyed some of 
the worst forms of disease. 

Examination should be made of the 
premises to see that there are no 
pools of stagnant water; the rain wa- 
ter that fills an old tin can is suffi- 
cient to breed mosquitoes. Drain or 
dry off all stagnant pools, or, next 
best, cover their surfaces with kero- 
sene oil. Secr2en the rain barrel or 
pour kerosene upon it once a week. 
A Httle lamp oil is inexpensive; mala- 
rial] fever may cost hundreds or even 
cause death. 

Many cities have recognized = the 
urgent necessity in their ordinances 
requiring the screening of all shops 
ang stores where meats, groceries er 
other food products are kept for sale. 
This is done as a precaution against 
contaminuticn from fli-s. 

Screening the home serves. the 
double purpose of excluding the fly 
and the mosquito. 

It is the most important, the most 
essential sanitary precaution, the most 
effective safeguard against the classes 
of disease indicated known today, 4s- 
serts the board of health.

MIGHER PRICES 


This Prospect Faces Georgi 
Famers This Year 


“Rain Has Been Falling Con- 
tinually and Crops Will Be 
From Three to Four Weeks 
Late,” Says Assistant Agri- 
cultural Commissioner. 


Shorter and higher 
Such is the outlook for the farmers 
Georgia this year. 
Preparations for planting have been 
delayed, weather conditions are de- 
cidedly adverse; the fertilizer manu- 
factories have not yet sent out the 
spring supply to distributers; in many 
places ground has not even been broken 
in spite of the fact that customarily 
corn is planted between March 1 and 
15, and throughout the state little 
preparation of land was made last fall, 
Crops Planted Month Later. 

As a result the planting of crops 
will be at least one month later than 
usual this year and in many cases six 
weeks later, and the planting will be 
done in land which has not been prop- 
erly prepared. This means that the 
yield per acre will not be as great as 
is ordinarily the case, thereby send- 
ing the price of farm products upward. 
ruit alone, among all the many prod- 
ucts of Georgia plantations, will prob- 
ably be abundant, for the long win- 
ter and unusual cold has all worked 
to protect buds from late frosts, while 
for the first time in two years this 
section is getting plenty of rain. 

Robert F. Wright, assistant commis- 
sioner of agriculture, Tuesday explain- 
ed why crops in 1912 will be short. 
“They willbe from threeto four weeks 
late,” he gaid, “because in the. first 
place, rain has fallen almost contin- 
ually this spring and the farmers have 
had no opportunity to get into the 
fields, and when crops are late. they 
are usually short. 

“The weather can be blamed for it 
all, Last fal} climatic conditions were 
such that land could not be cultivated 
for fall planting or turned prepara- 
tory to spring plowing. Fall oats 
could not be sown, nor. could othe! 
winter crops be planted, The land re- 
mained as it was when harvesting was 
done. Since the first January there 
has been an unusual amount of rain, 
and no land has been prepared for 
spring planting. J 

Not Fault of Farmers. 

“Farmers begin to prepare the land 
for both corn and cotton some time 
in February, yet throughout the state 

eat amount of work has been 
and except in one or two places 
th Georgia no rations at 
‘e been made. not the 
fault “the farmers, however. 

“Fertilizer compantes have not 
sent the spring fertilizer supply to dis- 
tributors and merchants. The mer- 
chants have not made their spring or- 
ders because the farmers have not 
created a demand. This in itself will 
cause additional delay later, for roads 
will be in such condition for some 
time to come that little hauling can be 
done, and fertilizer is decidedly bulky. 
Spring orders will come in such a rush 
to the fertilizer manufacturies that 
they will be for a time unable to cope 
with the trade, and even if they are 
prepared to fill all orders the rail- 
roads will not be able to furnish suf- 
ficient cars. Everything this spring is 
aiding in the delay.” 

Shipments Will Be Late. 

The fertilizer companies in Atlanta 
have not begun to make spring ship- 
ments even now, when ordinarily the 
rush is in full swing. “Shipments this 
year will be at least a month later 
than usual,” said Manager Stewart, of 
the Armour Fertilizer Works. Agents 
of northern companies say that already 
their employers are making inquiry as 
to the unusual delay. ; 

Georgia has not had anywhere near 
the customary rainfall for several 
vears, and this is probably the cause 
of the. unusual weather conditions 
which have prevailed throughout the 
winter. In 1911 the deficiency in rain- 
fall was 12'g inches, and almost as 
much in 1919. Since January 1, 1912, 
approximately 11 inches of rain has 
fallen, an excess of more than 1 inch. 
a condition which Atlanta has not had 
for some time.

The whole settlement is baseg upon 
the Hall resolution, which calls for an 
investigation before the state railroad 
commission in regard to street car 
fares. That fact will doubtless be 
kept in mind by the committee, 

The propositions which. have 
made to the company embrace the 
lowing: 

‘A reduction of street car fares 80 
tickets can be bought eight for a quar- 
ter by working people and schoo] chil- 
dren and six for a quarter Dy all other 
persons; reduction of the maximum 
light rate from 10 to 6 cents, and re- 
duction of the monthly minimum from 
2 to $1; reduction of the maximum 
power rate from 6 to 4 cents, and re- 
duction of the monthly minimum from 
$1 to 50 cents per horsepower; agree- 
ment by the company to pave 18 feet 
Where the tracks are double, in place 
of 11 feet; agreement by the company 
to be’ somewhat more liberal in ex- 
tending street car lines and light and 
power wires; and agreement by the 
company never to interfere with the 
city’s water supply.

Soldiers of the various divi- 
sions of the Chinese army continue to 
Squabble, and it is thought there is 
danger of one division attacking an- 
other.”

ward Movement. ; 

The mayor informed the committee 
that he had no powr to appoint such 
a& commission without the sanction of 
the acting council, and upon his rec- 
ommendation there will be a petition 
Presented to council next Monday aft- 
ernoon for the creation of such a com- 
mission. 

The committee that called upon the 
mayor was as follows: J. K. Orr, Mar- 
ion Jackson, H, A, Etheridge, John J. 
Eagan and Dr. C. B. Wilmer. 

Presented in Writing. 

The committee made its plan ‘¢x- 
plicit in a written communication 
which was presented to the mayor. In 
that communication it was stated: 

“The members of the executive com- 
mittee of the Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement are unanimousin re- 
questing that houses of proStitution be 
Suppressed in the city of Atlanta. In 
doing this we make no refléction upon 
the municipal and county atthorities 
for not having heretofore enforced the 
law forbidding such places; with the 
majority, if not all of our citizeis, ‘we 
have, by our silent, if not open ap- 
proval of the non-enforcement of the 
law by them and their predecessors in 
office, become equally responsible with 
them for present conditions. But we 


| 


to share the profits of this traffic in 
vice by compensating certain of our 
officials with money, paid under the 
guise of fines by these unfortunate 
women, Against them we urge no 
war; we offer homes to such of them 
as wish to leave the life; but we ask 
that the law be enforced against the 
man renting his property for such pur- 
poses, the woman trying to continue 
to live as a prostitute, and the man 
who participates in and causes her of- 
fense against society. 
Differ as to Advisability, 

“It is true that men differ as toa 
the wisdom or practicability of this 
course of suppression, but wre believe 
that this is largely due to ignorance 
of the facts; and we, therefore, sug- 
gest that your honor appoint a+scom- 
mission to investigate the social evil 
in Atlanta with a view to the adoption 
of the policy of constant and persist- 
ent repression of prostitution as the 
immediate method; absolute annihila- 
tion as the ultimate ideal. We would 
urge that this commission be instruct- 
ed to report to your honor within 
sixty days from the date of appoint- 
ment.

Text of Letter to Munsey. 

The letter to Mr. Munsey 
Colonel Roosevelt gave out reads: 

“January 416. 1912-—My Dear Mun- 
sey: Il have received your long and 
cordiai letter, together with the edi- 
torial. Permit me in the first place 
to thank you very warmly for the 
first editorial: It seems to me that 
in the editerial -_you have stated the 
case exactly; so exactly, my dear Mr. 
Munsey, that to my mind it in itself 
furnishes the answer to the request 
you make that 1 should openly 
announce that if nominated I would 
not refuse the nomination. 

“Your great kindness and the gisin- 
terested friendliness of your action en- 
title vou to receive from me in full a 
statement of the reason why I| do not 
fee! that, at the present time, :it 
would be wise or proper for me to 
make any such statement. What the 
meeds of the future may demand 
cannot tell. 

“You say that my Keeping sflence 
leads to misconstruction and gives op- 
portunity for my enemies to make 
every Kind of false statement about 
me, and to create in the minds of the 
people a false impression of me; some 
good people being led by my silence 
into the belief that it is useless to try 
to nominate me because I would cer- 
tainly refuse, and others being misled 
into the belief that Il am underhanded- 
ly intriguing for what I dare not open- 
ly ask; so that the impression on the 
public is detrimental to me, 


Silence Deliberately Misrepresented.

deliberately misrepresented by my 
enemies, with the purpose of confus- 
ing good people and getting them to 
take a wrong view; and moreover lI 
entirely agree with you that this pur- 
pose is at least purely achieved. The 
trouble is that, as so often’ happens, 
this. is a case where any course pur- 
sued would lead to just such misrepre- 
sentation, just such misjudgment, just 
such puzzling of the minds of good 
people. Personally, I think that any 
other course than the one | am adopt- 
ing would at present lead to even 
more misrepresentation ang misjudg- 
ment than actually exist. As I have 
again and again said, | am delighted 
to state my position fully and frankly, 
not only to any sincere and honest 
Supporter, but to anv sincere and hon- 
est opponent. What I have said to 
you, and am about to say to you, I 
have, for instance, said not only to 
other friends who think I ought to be 
nominated, but to friends (and even 
foes) who think I ought not be nomi- 
nated, provided only I could trust 
their sincerity, intelligence and truth- 
fulness. For instance, l-have said the 
same things to Secretary Stimson, 
Secretary Meyer and Congressman 
Longworth, who are supporting ‘laft; 
to Mr. Pinchot and Congressmen Len- 
root and Kent, who are supporting La 
Follette. I have saiqd them to editors 
like Mr. Nelson, Mr. Van Valkenburg 
ang Mr. Wright; I practically said

The Colonel Refers to Lincoln, 

“Now, my dear sir, as to what vou 
sav as to the desirability, no matter 
what the result, of mv being ‘frank’ 
and telling the whole public what i 
feel without regard to whether or not 
it can be misrepresented. Let me re- 
fer you to Lincoln. Surely there was 
never a more straightforward hor a 
more sincere man than Lincoln, nor a 
man who more unhesitatingiy, when- 
ever the fit occasion arose, took the 
public fully and freely into his entire 
confidence. But he consistent!y = de- 
clined to make _— statements which, 
though true, would give Opportunities 
for misrepresentation, lle sometimes 
made denials of false and scandalous 
accusations, when he deemed it neces- 
sary; but again and again he refused 
to @do so When he thought that the 
denial would merely do additional 
harm. When accused of having. ac- 
cepted money for a political speech, he 
wrote frankly to a correspondent 
made inquiry, Stating eXacily 
had happened, but adding, ‘I 
made this explanation to 
friend, but I wish no explanation 
to our enemies. What thev want 
squabble and fuss, and that they 
have if we explain: and they 
have it if we do not.’ 

“Later, when nominated, he received, 
as he savs, a large number of letters 
asking tha® he declare his opinions 
on certain political points, and a large 
number of letters beseeching him tw 
write nothing upon those political 
points, and to all alike he answered 
that his position had already been 
taken, and that he had nothing to add 
to or take from it. Again, he 
was asked to deny the statements 
that he had been in a Know Nothing 
lodge, wrote confidentially to his 
correspondent saying that the allega- 
tion was false, but adding, ‘Now a 
word of caution. Our adversaries think 
they would gain a point if they could 
force me. openly to deny the charge,’ 
In one of his letters he savs in refer- 
ence to the suggestion that he make 
public some. disclaimer, that he does 
not intend to do. so becausa in his 
judgment it would do no good, adding: 
‘Those who will not read or heed what 
I have already publicly saiq would not 
read or heed a repetition of it.’ 

The Colonel Fears “Bag Men." 

“Now, my dear sir, it seems that the 
homely common. sense with which Lin- 
coln spokKe In these letters which I 
have quoted, can be applied now. 
Nothing I could say, no statement or 
explanation by me, would avail to 
prevent deliberate misrepresenfation 
by bad men, designed to puzzle and mis- 
lead good men who, from the nature of 
the case, could not be expected to have 
first. hand information. They now 
mnisrepresent my postition designediv 

1 purposely. They would merely 
misrepresent it even more effectively 
[ should at this ‘time make the 
t you desire It mav be that 
nad it will be necessary to make 
such a statement, or Some other pub- 
lic statement; but the time is not now 
I am well aware of the disadvantage 
of not making such a statement. but I 
think the disadvantage of making it 
woulqg be. greater The position {8@ a 
hard one. It hard for me; it is in 
some ways harder for disinterested 
men like yourself, who believe that I 
coulgq do service.as j,resident, and who 
naturally feel indignant that. 1 do not 
come forward in a way which, as they 
think, would enable them to make me 
president (and, of course, the fact 
that I do not make it amply warrants 
vou, and all who think as vou do, in 
at any time supporting any other man 
instead of me). 

“If my position were only. a pose, I 
should certainly act differently from 
the way I am acting, for | am well 
awvare that the way I am acting is not 
the way in which to act if I desire to 
be made president. But my attitude is 
not a pose, | am acting as I do be- 
cause, according to mv lights, I am en- 
deavoring, in a not too easy position, 
to do what I believe the interests of 
the people demand From this stand- 
point I am convinced that although it 
is entirely proper for other men to 
seek the presidency, it is neither wise 
nor proper for me to do so, the condi- 
tions being what they actually are. 

Must Be Judged Dy Acts. 

“T have been president; I was pres- 
ident for nearly eight years; I am well 
known to the American people; I am 
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false construction; and this being so, 
it seems to be wise not to use the lan- 
guage. Let me illustrate what I mean 
by referring you to the language in 
which, after the election of 1904, I an- 
nounced that I would not be a candi- 
date for renomination. At the time 
good friends of mine suggested that I 
should use some such formula ag stat- 
ing that I would not be a candidate in 
1908 because of the custom that had 
srown up not to elect aman as presi- 
dent for a third consecutive term; but 
On thinking it over I became convinced 
that if I used such language it would 
inevitably be taken as an announce- 
; ment that I would be a candidate for 


bd 


to be judged not. by words but by my 
acts, and whether the people like me 
or dislike me, they have these acts all 
before them for their decision—and 
nobody, my dear gir, has helped more 
than you have helped, to put these 
acts clearly before them. My useful- 
ness in the presidency as conditions 
now are would depend not merely upon 
the people wishing me to ‘be president 
but upon their having good reason to 
believe that I was president because 
of their wishes, because of their de- 


{sire that J should doa given job, which 


they felt I could do better than any- 
one else, and not because of any per- 
sonal ambition on my part. 

“Under these circumstances, I must 
not put myself in a position which 
would look as if I were seekin the 
office, as if I were trying to gat ft for 
my own sake. I know well that this 
means, in all probability, as ig 
else will be nominated and elected: 
for, where others actively seek the 
nomination, their friends, as instru- 
natural, actively work for them and 
give the shilful direction and leader- 
ship, without which even a strongly- 
aroused public opinion generally fails 
to find expression.

New York, March 5.—The cotton 
market was more active and decidedly 
firmer today on more aggressive sup- 
port from leading bull interests, cov- 
ering by recent sellers, and increasing 
nervousness over the start of the new 
crop, as a result of unfavorable 
weather @&hnd more numerous com- 
Plaints of delayed farm work.

The market opened steady at an 
advance of 2@4 points, and active po- 
sitions sold 4 to 5 points higher right 
after the call, in sympathy with bet- 
ter cables than expected, and on the 
Weather map showing a continuation 
of cold rains in the south. Realizing 
by scattered buyers of yesterday and

Speculators Preparing for 
Surprises on Government 
Report.

. Chicago, March 5.—Many wheat 
speculators sold out today as prepareu- 
tion for possible surprises when the 
government figures on farm reserves 
are made known the latter part of the 
week. Accordingly, the market at the 
close was 3-8 cent lower to a shade 
up. Corn lost 3-8 to 5-8 net, oats fin- 
ished 4, off to 1-16 advance, and hog 
products wound up more cosily by 2% 
to 25c. 

Plenty of moisture all the way from 
the Missouri river to the Colorado 
line started the wheat market on the 
down grade, the idea being that the 
snow and rain would prove so helpful 
to the growing crop little attention 
need be given to complaints of dam- 
age. Conditions of growth in foreign 
countries, too, were generally ftavor- 
able, and the bearish effect Was em- 
phasized by a decided increase of the 
world’s available supply total. 

Brokers reported the selling of 
about 600,000 bushels of May wheat 
at $1.03% and over by a big house 
with western connections. An hour 
later the buyers of this grain turned 
séllers, and in trying to unload de- 
pressed the market to the bottom 
point of the session. Commission 
house support on a scale down caused 
some reaction in the last hour, Owing 
chiefly to shorts of cash sales at Min- 
neapolis, St. Louts and Kansas City. 
Between the opening and the close May
